Hailed as Dawn of a 


Better Time. 


CLERICAL POWER 


BELIEVED ROUTED 


On All Sides the Change in 


GoTcmmeut Causes

Madrid. Oct. 22.—Tho fall of Premier 


Maura, and the 
conservative cabinet 


l:as produced a feeling of relief and 
encourages hope that a period of in- 
ternal tranqulllty has been ushered in. 


It is now an open secret that Maura's 


refusal to give King Alfonso an op- 
portunity to pardon Ferrer is regretted 
by his majesty. 


In an interview Moret y Prender- 


gast. premier of the new liberal cabi- 
net,'explained that because of recent 
personal bereavements, he having lost 
by death his wife, his son and a daugh- 
ter, and the fact of 
his 
advancing 


years, he had not wished to assume 
power. 


Nevertheless the unfortunate situa- 


tion at home and the distrust of the 
Spanish government as manifested 
abroad had convinced him that it was 
his patriotic duty to accept the leader 
ship. He declared that the liberal gov- 
ernment would exactly 
reverse 
the 


policy of Maura and maintain special 
order with due respect for the law. 


Marks End of Clerical Influence. 


Most of the republican senators and 


deputies express themselves as satis- 
fied with the latest turn 
o£ events, 


particularly as they 
believe 
that it 


marks the end 
of clerical 
influence 


with the government. One of 
these 


said today: 


"The new cabinet contains elements 


openly .anii-clerical and .thus 
it be- 


comes possible to establish an anti- 
clerical policy so necessary to Spain." 


However, radical members 
of 
the 


cortes, like Deputy Seriano, who is 
also editor of 
Espana 
Xueva, an- 


nounce an intention to fight the new 
ministry because of its alleged mon- 
archal tendencies. They predict a se- 
ries of swiftchanses bringing about a 
situation like that which began with 
tho insurrection in -the fleet in 1808 
and culminated in 1873 with the abdi- 
cation of King Amadeus and the estab- 
lishment of a short lived republic.

money to take care of Increasing trade, 
bonds should be issued in order that 
the improvements may be carried Into 
effect at once and the benefits be se-

mic Disturbances. 


Messina, Oct. 22.'—Yesterday's earth 


shocks felt in the vicinity' of Mount 
Etna coincident with' the renewed ac- 
tivity of Mount Vesuvius has caused 
much alarm here. The fact that such 
seismic disturbances had been pre- 
dicted by Frank A'. Perret, the Ameri- 
can •• scientist,- formerly ' assistant di- 
rector of the Royal observatory on 
Mount Vesuvius does not lessen tha 
"uneasiness. 


Mr. Perret was in this city during 


the last week of September and at that 
time pointed out..'that the 29th would 
be . a date , most favorable for earth- 
quakes and volcanic, eruptions for the 
reason that at that time the sun, earth 
and moon would be in-line, thus con- 
stituting a combination tending to 
produce a gravitational distortion of 
the earth's form. 


Mr. Perret added-that if nothing out 


of the ordinary occurred as proved to 
be the case, it would mean that the 
earth had resisted the unusual pres- 
sure 
but that

would very likely bo experienced in the 
latter half of October.

Review of Victories. 


A review of victories is then given 


by Mrs. Stevens, the work in Tennes- 
see, Alabama, Florida, South Carolina, 
Indiana. Ohio, Nebraska and other 
states being particularly mentioned. 
Particular attention is given also to 
the death of Senator B. W. Carmack, 
of Tennessee, the report in this respect 
saying: 


"To the old volunteer state of Ten- 


nessee have come tho saddest 
and 


gladdest days. The saddest day was 
when a murderous bullet pierced the 
heart of Edward Ward Carmack, Ten- 
nessee's most gifted and gallant son— 
a man who stood fearlessly for civic 
righteousness and 
who nobly chal- 


lenged the right of tha liquor traffic 
to live." 


Considerable stress Is laid on the 


•work in Alabama, where, the report 
states, ivas furnished a 
wonderful 


chapter in prohibition agitation and 
conquest. Governor Comer, of that 
state, is'congratulated on his action in 
calling an extra session o£ the legisla- 
ture to- adopt more stringent 
laws 


against the liquor traffic. 


A general review on total abstinence 


says: 


"Thero is in the public mind a 


clearer understanding than ever before 
concarning the relation of total absti- 
nence to prohibition. All well-mean- 
ing, intelligent people know tliat liquor 
drinking Is demoralizing; that it is de* 
structive to health and happiness, to 
commercial and industrial efficiency." 


In proof of this 
statement Mrs. 


Stevens quotes from numerous author- 
ities and especially refers to state- 
ments made by heads of thirty-nine of 
the leading railroad systems of the 
country in response to letters sent 
them by the National W. C. T. U-, ask- 
ing lor" their policy with regard to 
drinking men. All replies received 
stated that there was an absolutely 
prohibitive rule against liquor. 


"It 
is 
conservatively 
estimated, 


therefore," the report states, "that SO 
per cent. o£ the railways, 79 per cent, 
of the manufacturers, 80 per cent, of 
the trades and 79 per cent, of "agri- 
culturists discriminate against work- 
men -who drink." 
' 


Mrs. Stevents deplores the fact that 


many dally papers accept extensive 
advertising contracts 
from 
liquor 


dealers and in her report gives a list 
of. forty-two periodicals -which decline 
to accept this class of advertisements. 
She says that one periodical. refused 
$200,000 "of liquor advertising in one 
year. 


An appeal is also made to the Vari- 


ous church denominations to increase 
their zeal for tha cause of prohibition 
and those which have taken • decided 
stands against encouragement In any 
manner of the liquor traffic by their 
members are commended. 


The work of securing a federal law 


which will prevent interstate ship- 
ments of liquor Into "dry" territory Is 
commended and action along that line 
already taken is reviewed at length. 
Speaker Cannon is charged with hav- 
ing prevented the passage of a bill 
designed for that purpose through tho 
last congress, the report stating that 
"the feeling prevailed that the Little- 
field bill would have passed had it 
been given a fair chance by Speaker 
Cannon." 


The report strongly favors a. federal 


commission of inquiry on the alcoholic 
liquor traffic, but admits that it la not 
so greatly needed now as It was twen- 
ty years ago. 


The report closes with an urgent 


appeal for. renewed zeal 'in the tem- 
perance work.

"Vaccination 
absolutely 
prevents 


smallpox. There Is no doubt that ut 
this point there will continue to be 
- 


number of rnlld, unrecognized cases 
walking the streets. You can under- 
stand, therefore, that the only way In 
which the board of health can hope for 
a cessation of the "epidemic Is by ob- 
taining the consent of the people to a 
general vaccination. 


"These cases I have spoken of are 


those in the west portion of the city. 
I also saw several cases In other parts 
of the city over which no dispute could 
possibly be raised. If it Is possibla for 
the board of health to issue an order 
requiring, the vaccination of all school 
children i hope they will take this pre 
caution. It Is the duty of every public 
spirited citizen to 'at once report any 
suspicious cases"of skin eruptions to 
the proper authorities."

The 
quicker that ho can assemble his players 
ami the more celerity with which they 
can get into action, the greater the possi- 
bility of their gaining the. required dis- 
tance—just a little war In a peaceful sort 
of fashion for the time being.

I the British steamship Welsh Prince. 
j Capt. Sheppard. brought them succor.

News of the rescue cam* to Boston 


j yesterday with the arrival of the Welsh 


I Prince from China. Chief Officer St. 


j John declares the sufferers were near- 
ly driven to cannibalism when th* 
Welsh Prince, forced miles from Us 
course by gales, chanced to fall In with 
the craft. 


The vessel was sighted In the gulf 


of Aden. It was acting strangely. Its 
canvas was not properly set and !t 
appeared In trouble. 


Men and women were leaning over 


ihe deck rails. Several men were try- 
Inc to launch a boatr but they lacked 
the strength. 
At least twenty men 


swayed at the tackle and worked on 
the boat which slowly tilted across the 
rail and dropped into the sea. Three 
of the stranger's crew tumbled Into the' 
boat, dragged themselves to the seats, 
and began slowly to row toward the 
steamship. 


Rower* Faint from Weakness. 


As the boat approached the freight- 


er's officers saw the oarsmen were 
weak and haggard. Presently the boa? 
crept close to the high sides of the 
Welsh Prince. Two of the men toppled 
from the seats and lay motionless. The 
third looked up at the throng gath- 
ered at the ship's rail and tried to 
speak. 
. 


His voice could not carry the forty 


feet. Chief Officer St. John shouted to 
u deck hand to fetch a bucket of wa- 
ter, 
which was lowered. Some of the 


water slopped and spattered the man's 
faco. 
A faint wall came from his 


parched lips and he reeled as If about 
to 
fall. 
Another cupful 
of water 


splashed from the unsteady bucket, 
now close above his heaa. It struck 
his face and some trickled between his 
lips. 


Fight for Bucket of Water. 


When the bucket landed In the boat 


he thrust his head Into it and, re- 
vived by ft copious draught, roused his 
companions, scooping water into their 
faces with his hands. Like mad men 
the swarthy trip fought to immerse 
their heads In the bucket. 


Other buckets of water wej^s hur- 


riedly sent down, so that each might 
drink his fill. Th,e men then haltingly 
told their story. For weeks'they had 
been buffeted by gales on a passag-' 
from Africa to Arabia. Headway to- 
ward their destination was impossible. 


Calms closely followed the gales till 


the vessel was unable to approach the 
land. 
For ten days they had been 


without water, .many of the large party 
aboard having succumbed to exhaus- 
tion. The others were desperate to a 
point of cannibalism, but none was 
strong enough to overpower a. fellow 
sufferer, and so this horror was spared 
them- 


Water and food'were supplied to th 


vessel by the Welsh Prince.

At Caesarea Governor Felix kept 


him two whole years in military cus- 
tody. To be sure he was not don- 
fined in prison, neither was he out 
on bail, but he was put in .the care ot 
a soldier who was held responsible 
for him when wanted. At the end of 
that period Felix, the governor, was 
himself called to Rome to answer 
complaints against' his" administration 
and a new ruler, Festus, was appoint- 
ed 'in bis place. Three day's, after as 
Burning office Festus. went to- Jerusa 
lem on his first visit, and the very 
first complaint that he heard was this 
old trouble about Paul. The crafty 
knaves who bad planned the first "con 
splracy, asked that the apostle might 
be brought to Jerusalem, intending to 
assassinate him on his way thither:" 
But again these "black hand" rascals 
are defeated in their purpose, Festus 
appoints a new trial at Caesarea. 


Appeal to Caesar. 


At this preliminary hearing Paul, 


who has come to.the conclusion that 
he cannot hope for a fair trial In 
.Tudea, falls back upon his rights as 
a Roman citizen, and appeals unto 
Caesar.. The pronunciation of the, 
single word Appello, was sufficient to 
transfer all further proceedings from 
the provincial tribunal to the Em- 
peror. 
• - 


While the governor waited an op- 


portunfty to forward his prisoner, he 
was visited by his royal neighbor 
Agrippa, and his sister Semite. Herod 
Agrippa II. was a Jew. His father, 
Herod Agrippa I., in this very city of 
Caesarea had died a tragic death, 
eaten alive by worms. Ha was the 
grandson of that Herod who bad be- 
headed John the Baptist, and the 
great grandson of the Herod who 
slew the children of Bethlehem at the 
birth of Christ Therefore, he hailed 
with delight.the opportunity of seeing 
»nd hearing the most brilliant teach- 
er and preacher that 'Christianity had 
productd. 
AccordlMly a 


udtene* gathered in the judgment 
iall, and Paul was given the oppor- 
unity of telling, the story of Ms con- 
version to Christianity end his crab- 
.equent 26 years of missionary ier- 
rice. 


The Point at Issue. 


After an introduction of singular 


gract Paul comes at once to the point 
at issue. He puts the whole charga 
nto a nutshell. His'" enemies had 
thrown a great deal of dust into the 
eyes of his judges in vh«ir frantic ef- 
torts to get rid of him, but Paul in .a 
single sentence goes straight to th« 
aeart of the matter, and affirms that 
it is on account of the hope held by 
the Jews themselves that he is now 
judged. It was the great promise ol 
the Old Testament, viz., the coming 
of the Messiah. The whole Jewish 
tion believed God's promise of-Me* 
slab, and looked and longed for it. 
And the only reason for their hatred 
and persecution of Paul.was the fact 
that he taught that Jesus of Nazareth 
whom they had crucift<.-<i, was that 
Messiah.'' 
-^ 


Dodging the Truth. 


Both Paul's auditors are moved, hut 


both in a different way dodge respon- 
sibility. Festus, the heathen, can ac- 
count for the apostle's earnestness in 
no other way than, on the ground of 
a "brain storm." He cries out, "Much 
theological study has turned your 
head." And Agripja, the zealous Jew, 
sneeringly says, "With but little per- 
suasion thou wouldst tain make ma 
a Christian," (Revised Version). "The 
Roman official scoffed in one way, the 
intelligent blue-blooded Jew sneered 
in another. But they both dodged the 
truth. 


P»ul is not the only man who 


ias been stigmatized as i lunatic. 
Dwlght L. Moody was nicknamed 
'Crazy Moody" before the world cam* 
to recognize the method of his mad- 
ness. If there were more crazy pec- 
pie, after the pattern of Paul, in the 
Christian church to-day, the world 
would sit up and takl notice. The 
knees of corrupt judges would knock 
together again with Falix, and new 
Agrippas, hard, selfish, bigoted, wonld 
again feel the force of the spiritual 
earnestness ot the soldiers of the 
cross. If modern disciples felt M 
profoundly the revolutionary doctria» 
of the birth, life, death and resarreo-. 
tlon of Jesus Christ, there would b 
* mighty host of believers ready t 
cry out with the apostle. "I would W 
God, 
that .whether with little or with] 


much, not thoa only, but also all that1 
hear m« tM» day, aixht becon* inch 
u I am."
